He 
was not attracted by formal in¬ 
struction and soon became self- 
trained. From the masterpieces in 
the Louvre he received inspiration, 
especially from the works of 
Michelangelo. After a long struggle 
with poverty and obscurity, his 
paintings received recognition and 
he was commissioned by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Moving to Barbizon, near the 
forest of Fontainebleau, for the 
remaining twenty-seven years of 
his life he worked quietly and hap¬ 
pily, producing his great master¬ 
pieces, the Gleaners, The Angelus, 
The Man With The Hoe. 

Himself a peasant, familiar with 
the minutest detail of life on the

disorder to which we might flee, and 
from which we might return renewed and 
strengthened.

Now I believe that the Christian read¬ 
er’s meditation upon this body of testi¬ 
mony that emerges from modern writing 
must immeasurably enrich and deepen 
the contemplative life by which his faith 
is nourished and sustained. He cannot 
draw benefit from it, however, unless he 


approaches literature with very much 
more tact than it has been his custom to 
do. He must somehow subdue his im¬ 
pulse to demand that the writer declare 
enthusiasm for his own particular brand 
of theology. For literary art is not an 
exercise in the declaration of anything at 
all. It involves, rather, an exercise in the 
presentation of experience in such a way 
that^ there is evoked in us some sense of 
the order of the world in which we live.

God's Living Letters 

by Kirby Page

“The Man With the Hoe” prob¬ 
ably created a greater sensation 
at the time of its publication than 
any other poem ever did. The first 
verse was written by Edwin Mark¬ 
ham in 1886, but the poem was 
not completed until 1899. 

The idea came to Markham 
when he first saw a copy of Mil¬ 
let’s famous painting of that title. 
Thirteen years-later, at an exhibi¬ 
tion of paintings in San Francisco, 
he saw the original. It haunted 
him and gave him no release until 
the poem was finished. 

All the verses were first read 
at a literary gathering in San 
Francisco. The editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner was present 
and exclaimed, “That poem will 
go down through the centuries.” 
It appeared in the middle of the 
editorial page of the Examiner on 
December 28, 1899. 

Immediately it produced a rage 
of controversy. For six solid 
months the San Francisco paper 
carried a page of letters from 
readers about the poem. 

The discussion was picked up by 


newspapers throughout the na¬ 
tion and abroad. A prize of two 
thousand dollars was offered for 
the best answer to it. The answer 
was printed and quickly passed 
into oblivion, but the verses for 
which Edwin Markham received 
forty dollars will long survive. 

Cartoons and editorials without 
number were printed, and num¬ 
erous sermons were preached on 
the poem. It is included in prac¬ 
tically all anthologies of poetry. 

“The Man with the Hoe” has 
been translated into forty differ¬ 
ent languages. Somebody counted 
12,000 reprints from magazines 
and newspapers. Five thousand 
answers to it are known. It has 
been chanted in song by millions 
of workers throughout the earth. 

The third, fourth, and fifth 
stanzas came to Edwin Markham 
at dawn on three successive morn¬ 
ings. Each morning he arose and 
wrote down the words without ef¬ 
fort. It was said that “no other 
poem ever swung so swiftly into 
the mouths of men from sea to 
sea.”

Spanish, and published in England and India.

Traveler, Evangelist and Author. Kirby Page, D.D., is an outstanding Christian leader and authori¬ 
ty in the field of international affairs.

ABOUT KIRBY PAGE Dr. Kirby Page has just completed the most vigorous year in his 

dedicated ministry for peace. During 1951 he lectured in 169 
communities in the United States. He has returned to his home in Southern California 
and is available for lecture series under AFSC auspices. There are open dates in 
March, April and I-ky, 1952. Individual gifts support this work. 

First-hand observation and study of problems in Europe and Asia over many years 
make Kirby Page exceptionally well-qualified to speak to the needs of our time.

ignorance on the part of the American people about life-^uod-death matters on which 
they are being called to make decisions. 

These areas of Ignorance include foreign and domestic affairs, misconceptions 
about the A-bomb, and, the most dangerous of all, the inability "to envision the 
awesome effect of another world war." 

Following, in abbreviated form, are six of the questions: Where is Ifenchuria? 

Where is Formosa? What is meant by the 38th parallel? What is meant by the Atlantic 
Pact? Who is Chiang Kai-Shek? Who is Marshall Tito? 

One in five could not answer a single question. Only one in eight could answer 
all six. Only one in three could correctly identify Dean Acheson as Secretary of 
State, Most were under the delusion that "we can fight World War III and (over) 























get home quickly and live happily ever after.” That people can entertain such an 
illusion after our past experience in two world wars is not merely amazing. It is 
alarming. It shows plainly that ”the lesson of history is that people do not learn 
the lesson of history.” 

Dr. Gallup lists, as foremost among the causes of this ignorance, the passion of 
the American public to be amused rather than to be informed. We no longer read to 
keep abreast of the times. A recent survey of the American reading habits concludes 
that the average person reads little beyond the comics, the sport news, and the mari¬ 
tal antics of Hollywood. Out of these fruitful researches he forms his philosophy 
of life. Such persons are tinder for the demagogue. An ignorant public is pretty, 
certain, sooner or later, to be a duped public* 

Paul Calvin Payne, writing in Presbyterian Life, states, ”The Churches plainly 
can and must do something about this situation. Every church should immediately set 
up study courses for its youth groups, its women's organizations, its Men’s Council, 
and its mid-week program, which will make its members and the community in which it 
serves aware of the issues in our Nation and our world, and of ways in which church 
members can take their part in building a decent and stable society. Otherwise, as 
Dr. Gallup points out, 'What you don't know may destroy you.'” — editorial from 
Pasadena Star-News . December 15, 1951. 

PERMANENT CONSCRIPTION; Congressman Carl Vinson, Chairman, House Armed Services 
FOR FREE AMERICA.?? Committee, has announced that he will introduce a bill 

authorizing establishment of Universal Military Training 
when Congress reconvenes in January; that his Committee will set aside one day for 
hearings with the expectation of early action. 

HE WAS; ”We stand for compulsory military service for every man. If a state is not 
FOR IT worth that, then away with it.” — Adolf Hitler in Mein Kampf . 

HE IS AGAINST IT ”1 think that universal military training is unnecessary at this

”1 believe that taking young men of America from the church and school a n d the 
home and putting them in a segregated group at the age of 18 where the moral and 
spiritual surroundings are not conducive to the building of the best character is 
not what this country wants. 

”1 want to agree with Dr. Hutchins, the former chancellor of the University of 
Chicago, now with the Ford Foundation, when he said, ’It stands to reason that 
though free and independent citizens make the best army, the army is not the best 
place to make free and independent citizens. 1 ^ Congressman Dewey Short, Congressional 
Record . November 14, 1951. 

COLLIERS' WAR In his article, "Colliers Wins World War HI” in the Nation for 

November 10, 1951, D. F. Fleming states: "In our time the business 
of fighting world wars, whether nationalistic or ideological, is played out. Never 
again can any victory be won which will promote the values we are most concerned 
about. These values, whether inherent in private enterprise or in civil liberties, 
can be conserved only by exerting ourselves mightily to prevent a third world war. ”

; Drafts Statement on UMT 

A statement adopted by the National Council of 
the Churches of Christ in the U. S. A. 
January 30, 1952. 

‘‘With the view to meeting the military 
requirements of our nation during the 
current period of international tension, 
the Congress has extended to 1955 the 
drafting of men for the armed forces. The 
period of military service has been 
lengthened from 21 to 24 months and the 
ceiling on numbers raised from to 5 
million men. If events that cannot now be 
foreseen should make necessary the fur- 
\ Iher strengthening of the nation’s armed 
■ forces, this end can be accomplished by 
Congressional action in the light of con¬ 
ditions then prevailing. The National 
: Council of Churches, however much it 
. may deplore the circumstances that have 
■ required this stepping up of our military 
; establishment, acknowledges the need of 
and supports adequate defense measures. 

"With its position on the issue of na¬ 
tional security thus stated, the National 
Council of Churches affirms its opposition 
to permanent universal military training, 
trhis action is in line with the views of 
many of our constituent communions.* It 
seems clear, that the effort to estabiish a 
system of permanent universal military 
■training will meet with widespread oppo¬ 
sition within our churches for religious 
and moral reasons and to the end that 
our traditional democratic institutions 
may be preserved. 

"We believe it is one thing to acknowl¬ 
edge the necessity of drafting men for a 
limited period to meet a specific interna¬ 
tional emergency. It is another, and quite 
different tiling for the churches to sup¬ 
port the conscription of each succeeding 
generation of the nation’s youth for a 
program of universal military training. It 
is not in accord with our heritage as a free 
nation under God, permanently to recruit 


AFL Opposes UMT; 

Asks Time Limit 

Washington—The AFL is squarely op* 
posed to the bill now before Congress pro¬ 
viding for universal military training. 
"We are concerned with the lack of a 
terminal date of this bill," George D. 
Riley, member of the AFL’s national leg¬ 
islative committee, told the House Armed 
Services Committee Jan. 24. "In the ab¬ 
sence of such foresigh ted ness, we shall 
have to oppose the legislation here and on 
the floor. 

"We are not convinced by any language 
we have before us that UMT as now con¬ 
templated will or can be anything except 
a permanent fixture. This we cannot en¬ 
dorse. Nor can we find any guarantee 
that the system will not be made a part 
of the educational system.” 


OK NEW VERSION 

The Revised Standard Version of the 
Old Testament, companion to the 1946 
New Testament will be used in practically 
all Methodist church-school lessons, be¬ 
ginning in October. Galley proofs of the 
book were inspected by the Methodist 
curriculum committee at a meeting. The 
new Old Testament is to be published in 
early October.

"We are mindful of the grave responsi¬ 
bilities with which our Congress is con¬ 
fronted during these difficult days. The 
decision which it is required to make re¬ 
specting universal military training will 
have far-reaching consequences for the 
people of other lands as well as our own. 
It is our earnest prayer that to each mem¬ 
ber of the House and Senate there may be 
vouchsafed such measure of divine wis¬ 
dom as will enable the Congress to reach 
a decision in accord with God’s will for 
our beloved country.”

work, such a board is almost certain to 
be dominated by militaristic motives. 

In the second part of the evening, Dr. 
Page pointed out some of the dangers to 
our liberties that wars and the prepara¬ 
tions for possible wars bring. Some are 
saying today, “Let’s have a war and get it 
over with as soon as possible.” Those who 
hold such an idea should bear in mind 
that any future wars can not be judged 
by past wars. Some good authorities say 
that the hydrogen bomb is as much more 
destructive in comparison with the atomic 
bomb as the atomic bomb is in comparison 
with dynamite. 

With the best of known defense, nine 
out of ten airplanes often reach their ob¬ 
jective and even if three succeeded in 
getting by defenses, the cities of both 
Russia and America would soon be in 
ruins. The underwater test at Bikini 
showed a radioactive dust that circled the 
world three times. Two hundred such 
bombs and the accompanying dust could 
sink to the earth with unknown destruc- 
traction. The best of scientists know that 
we do not know the full effects of an 
atomic war. A war with our present 
weapons is simply suicide. Moreover, 
both during and after such a conflict, lib¬ 
erties of various kinds are practically cer¬ 
tain to disappear and anarchy and dic¬ 
tatorship take their place. 

Not everyone in the audience agreed 
with Dr. Page in every point but free dis¬ 
cussion was permitted and all agreed that 
we were given a greater insight into the 
nature of the forces that can lead to the 
undermining of the best in our civiliza¬ 
tion. In his future talks Dr. Page will deal 
more with the positive forces that have 
possibilities of conserving civilization 
rather than destroying it.

Dr. Page Stirs Listeners 

Those who heard Dr. Kirby Page last 
Monday will be eager to come next Mon¬ 
day and bring a friend with them. 

The evening was divided into two parts* 
In the first section Dr. Page talked on the 
subject of the proposed Universal Military 
Training Law, and in the second part on 
some of the dangers to fundamental lib¬ 
erties. 

Some of Dr. Page’s chief objections to 
the proposed Universal Military Training 
program are as follows: 

The bill is intended to fix military 
training as a permanent peace time pol¬ 
icy. 

Its advocates are using the present 
emergency psychology to bring about a 
permanent policy that would be very dif¬ 
ficult to change after it once got started. 

While it provides for full time training 
for six months, it also includes seven and 
one-half additional years of part time 
training, which means eight years of the 
most formative period of youth from 18 
to 26. 

The program is not intended to pro¬ 
vide for the present critical condition, for 
that is provided for by the present draft 
law. 

While in ordinary education one teacher 
is required for 25 to 35 pupils, Universal 
Military Training would need one officer 
for every two trainees. 

The estimate of the cost is about four 
billion dollars for the first year and about 
two billion for each successive year, but 
in addition to that there is the mounting 
cost for increasing reserves. This cost is 
all in addition to the cost of the regular 
military defense program which at the 
present time is about 50 billion dollars a 
year. In other words, U.M.T. is a supple¬ 
ment to the regular army and not a sub¬ 
stitute. 

At the end of six months, the military 
authorities can set aside some persons for 
special training such as medical work. 
Since this means that their education will 
be paid for by the taxpayers, while others 
who go into the professions must pay 
their own expenses, it gives the military 
authorities a large voice in deciding who 
will be the ones to enter some of the pro¬ 
fessions. 

While a civilian board will supervise the

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The "Great New Fact of Our Time" 

When the late William Temple was 
made the Archbishop of Canterbury, in 
the Church of England, the outcome of 
the recent war was nut yet certain. The 
Allies were confident of victory; but that 
victory had not yet been won. The world 
was divided into two warring camps; the 
struggle was destroying wealth, and lives, 
and creating attitudes which would mean 
turmoil and trouble for many years to 
come. It was not a world about which one 
could be particularly happy. 

In that unhappy world, however, Arch¬ 
bishop Temple declared that there was 
one real source of hope. In his sermon on 
this solemn occasion he said, 

“As though in preparation for such a 
time as this, God has been building up a 
Christian fellowship which now extends 
into almost every nation, and binds citi¬ 
zens of them all together in true unity 
and mutual love. No human agency has 
planned this. It is the product of the great 
missionary enterprise of the last hundred 
and fifty years . , , Almost incidentally, 
the great world fellowship has arisen 
from that enterprise. But It has arisen; 
it is the great new fact of our time."

From the Pastor's Study 

Wednesday of this week was Ash 
Wednesday, the beginning of the pre- 
Easter period known as Lent. The term 
is derived from the word meaning long 
and was originally used to designate 
simply the period of lengthening days in 
the spring and had not religious signifi¬ 
cance. As this period of time always pro¬ 
ceeded Easter it came to have a religious 
conotation and the term lent was used 
in reference to the period of fasting which 
preceeded Easter. 

This period of fasting was observed by 
the early Church as a period of forty 
hours,—the period from the time Jesus 
was crucified on Friday (now known as 
Good Friday) until the time of his res¬ 
urrection on Sunday (Easter) morning* 
This short period of fasting was very 
severe; often nothing at all was eaten. 
The period of fasting was lengthened to 
thirty-six days and then later to forty 
days, to equal the "forty days” Jesus spent 
in' the wilderness at the beginning of 
his ministry previous to his temptations. 
Sundays were not counted in this period. 
So if you will count the days from last 
Wednesday until Easter you will see 
that the total is forty, excluding Sundays. 

Lent has always been a time of devo¬ 
tion and “heart-searching” for the 
Church. Increasingly so in recent years 
has this been so also for the Protestant 
Churches. It is a time when we think 
especially of the life of our Lord and our 
own lives as we seek to be “Christians” 
—followers of him. 

I plan to preach a series of sermons 
during lent on the significant events in 
the life of Jesus. “His Self-Dedication” 
is the topic of the sermon for next Sun¬ 
day and “His Temptations” on March 9th. 

I suggest additional reading of devo¬ 
tional books during lent. There are many 
good ones. Some of the shorter ones are: 

THE UPPER ROOM, at 5c a copy. 

THE HOLY HABITS OF THE SPIR¬ 
ITUAL LIFE, by G. Ernest Thomas, at 
25c. 

A PRIMER FOR CHRISTIAN LIVING, 
by R. L. Hunt, at 25c. 

If one desires a longer book with some¬ 
what heavier reading the books of Harry 
Emerson Fosdiek are good. THE MEAN¬ 
ING OF FAITH, THE MEANING OF 
SERVICE and THE MEANING OF 
PRAYER. These are, I think, $1.50 each 
or the three bound in one volume, $3.00. 
One should have no difficulty getting 
these from the library or in borrowing 
copies. There are many fine books. 

Let's make this lenten period a time of 
deepening of our understanding of and 
devotion to our Lord.

Kirby Page 


A greatly increased crowd turned out 
last Monday to hear Kirby Page speak 
on “Christianity and Communism,” the 
third of his four addresses on the general 
theme, “Does Christianity Have the 
Answer?” Dr. Page spoke of the philos¬ 
ophy of Russian Communism, that “the 
end justifies the means,” “anything goes,” 
—that is, anything that promotes Com¬ 
munism is good, anything that hinders it 
is evil—there is no other morality. 

Then Dr. Page contrasted with the Com¬ 
munist philosophy the Christian faith in 
a moral order based on the eithical char¬ 
acter of God. There is a moral order in 
this world,—Laws which we cannot 
“break” without suffering dire conse¬ 
quences. He pointed out the danger of our 
adopting the Communist philosophy of 
“anything goes” in our dealing with social 
problems, more specifically in dealing 
with the threat of Communism itself. 


Next Monday evening Dr. Page will 
make his last appearance in this series 
of meetings. A motion picture, “Education 
for Peace,” will be shown at 7 p.m. fol¬ 
lowed by a discussion of the film led by 
Dr. Page. This is a U. S. Army document- 
continued on page 4) 
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From the Pastor's Study 

The discussions that have followed 
Kirby Page’s addresses on Monday eve¬ 
nings are significant. Different points of 
view and different convictions have been 
discussed. This is significant as we think 
of our country as a democracy. One of 
the characteristics of a democracy is the 
right of freedom of speech and discussion 
of all its citizens. The New England Town 
Hall is a symbol of this right and this 
practice. In how many of the countries of 
the world today could there be freedoms 
of discussion without someone being 
“liquidated” as a result? Not many. De¬ 
mocracy holds that all its citizens have 
the right of their convictions and believes 
in the posibility of new and constructive 
ideas resulting from the practice of free 
discussion. We cherish this right of free¬ 
dom of speech and give thanks for the 
religious faith and the insight of our fore¬ 
fathers for guaranteeing its right in the 
Constitution. 

The addresses by Dr. Page have also 
illustrated the right of the “freedom of 
the pulpit” held dear by the Protestant 
Church. The Church has maintained that 
the minister has not only the right but 
the obligation to speak out what he be¬ 
lieves God would have him say. Dr. Page 
made this very plain in his address last 
Monday evening when he said that the 
message that he had given was what he 
understood God’s will to be and he could 
not but speak that message. In so speak¬ 
ing Dr. Page was in the line of a great 
tradition. The Old Testament prophets 
began their messages with a “Thus saith 
the Lord ...” — or if they did not use 
those words that idea was implicit in what 
they said. In the fourth chapter of Acts 
we read that the people of Jerusalem were 
impressed by the boldness of Peter and 
John when they told the story of Jesus. 
When reprimanded they replied, “We 
cannot but speak of what we have seen 
and heard.” (verse 20) 

In a world of multiplying dictatorships 
and growing pressure groups let us thank 
God for our democratic idea of freedom 
of speech and the Protestant belief in the 
freedom of the pulpit!

Never resorting to sarcasm or bit¬ 
terness he won the hearts of his hearers.

INEQUALITY AND RESENTMENT 
FEEDS COMMUNISM 

In gross inequality and the resentment 
that comes from it, the tinder inside the 
democracies that the communists put 
their torch to; that is the breach in the 
democratic wall that the Trojan horse 
goes through; that is the road the fifth 
column marches on. We have been freed 
from many coercions, but we have not 
used our freedom to build a community 
of people living together in liberty, fra¬ 
ternity, and approximate equality and 
condition.

it is believed that the ceremony 
was not properly performed and 
another will be held when the 
family can afford it. 

A trader knew a Navaho wom¬ 
an who had badly infected 
teeth and as a result had poor 
health. After a couple of big 
sings the trader persuaded th*e 
woman to let him take her to a 
dentist and have the teeth ex¬ 
tracted. Immediately her health 
improved but one of her friends 
thought that she should have 
one more small sing, which she 
did. Later she told the trader 
that the little sing had done her 
more good than both the big 
ones. 

Besides the sings that are held 
in case of illness there are 
others for various occasions. It 
is estimated that twenty per¬ 
cent of the family income is de¬ 
voted to religion. Aside from 
the religious significance of 
these sings they are the chief 
social gathering for Navahos, 
whose hogans are miles apart 
and who have little opportunity 
for mingling together. 

Their religious beliefs are ex¬ 
pressed not only in ceremonials 
but in the daily program of their 
lives. Religious laws govern 
the way they build their hogans, 
make fires, cook food, rear their 
children and care for their ani¬ 
mals, make jewelry, spin and 
dye yarn and weave rugs. For 
their inspiration in the art of 
making rugs they depend on 
meditation and the direction of 
the spirit of the rug or jewelry. 
They never draw a design for 
a rug or use a measure of any 
kind except their hand or 
fingers. They weave under the 
direction of the “spider woman,” 
an ancient mythological charac¬ 
ter, who, they claim, first taught 
them to weave. Often a tiny 
hole is left in the center of the 
rug and often a thread of yarn 
of some particular color runs 
from the center of the rug to 
the edge as a path for evil

GOD'S LIVING LETTERS

T HE campus of the school/is 
fifteen miles long and ten 
miles wide, embracing thir¬ 
ty-five thousand acres. It all 
came about this way. Captain 
Berry deeded to his daughter 
Martha the old home place near 
Rome, Georgia. He admonished 
her to keep the land, because 
some day it would be very valu¬ 
able. But this young woman of 
privilege and culture became so 
interested in the education of 
mountain children that she in 
turn deeded her land to a school 
which she founded. 

Martha Berry was born in 1866 
and died in 1942. Her idea of 
founding a school first came to 
her as the result of reading Bible 
stories on Sunday afternoon to a 
group of children from the neigh¬ 
borhood. They were simply starv¬ 
ing for knowledge and eagerly 
devoured her stories. In 1902 she 
started a tiny school on her farm. 
This grew until it taxed her fi¬ 
nancial resources to the limit. 
Then she went to New York to 
raise money for its expansion. 



Martha Berry 


_irough the years she received 

large gifts and was able to ex¬ 
pand until a thousand students 
were enrolled in the Martha 
Berry Schools. Now there are 
ten thousand graduates scattered 
all over the South. 

In 1924 the Georgia state legis¬ 
lature bestowed on her the title of 
distinguished citizen of the state. 
The next year the President of the 
United States presented to her 
the Roosevelt Medal for distin¬ 
guished social service. Honorary 
degrees were given to her by 
leading universities. In a nation¬ 
wide poll she was voted one of the 
twelve greatest American women. 

All her life Martha Berry was 
haunted by the frustration and 
tragedy of mountain children. 
Once she arrived too late. She 
had gone to the mountain home 
of Lorette to enroll her in school. 
She arrived just after the beauti¬ 
ful fourteen-year old girl had run 
away and married. When Martha 
Berry found the young wife, she 
was met with the cry, “I wish’t 
you’d of come sooner,” 


spirits to escape. There is a 
tassel on each corner of the 
rugs which are al90 outlets for 
bad spirits. The beauty and 
durability of these rugs have 
become famous all over the 
world. 

It is claimed that if all their 
laws and ceremonies were pub¬ 
lished that they would fill a 
book as big as our Bible. 

As we take a candid look at 
the religion of the Nayaho it is 
well for us to consider its ad¬ 
vantages as well as disadvan¬ 
tages. Religion is essential to 
all people and to the Navaho 
his religion is the very essence 
of his life, and if his religion is 
destroyed life would become 
meaningless. More and more we 
are coming to realize the im¬ 
portance of mental therapy in 
the healing of disease. The cere¬ 
monial for healing is mental 
therapy for the Navaho and 
many times real benefits are 
from it. On the other 


hand in cases of germ diseases 
or where surgery is needed or 
in the case of a sick child we 
know that a sing can be of little y 
benefit and numberless people 
die untimely deaths for lack of 
a doctor’s care and proper 
treatment. 

The destruction of homes and 
property at the death of rela¬ 
tives further strip an already 
impoverished people of much 
needed property. The large 
sums of money spent over and 
over for sings in chronic illness 
often leaves a family complete¬ 
ly stripped financially. The con¬ 
stant fear of witches and evil 
spirits is a curse to their lives. 

Should we condemn the 
religion and customs of the Na¬ 
vaho or the manner of their 
lives? We must understand that 
they are faithful to the only re¬ 
ligion which they know. They 
build the best homes possible 
out of the material that is avail- 
nhlp t.n them. Neither their re- 













people. Coyotes are considered 
to be the impersonation of evil 
spirits and are believed to be 
the steeds of witches. Witches 
do their evil work in the dark so 
the night is a time of fear and 
Navahos seldom leave their ho- 
gans at night. 

They are not afraid to die but 
they have a great fear of dead 
people. They believe that the 
spirit of the departed may enter 
into some animal or element of 
nature and return to plague 
their family or friends and so 
they are very particular about 
the disposal of the dead and of 
the property which belonged to 
the deceased. If it is possible to 
get a white person to bury their 
dead they do so, for they believe 
that if a Navaho touches a dead 
body he becomes contaminated 
and has to have certain cere¬ 
monies performed to rid himself 
of it. 

If anyone dies in the hogan it is 
forever after possessed of evil 
spirits and is abandoned at once. 
A hole is knocked in the north 
side of it through which the dead 
body is removed. That hole 
marks it as a “shindee” hogan 
and thereafter it is avoided by all 
Navahos. They will not know¬ 
ingly eat food which has been 
cooked over fire from wood of 
a shindee hogan. If any member 
of the family becomes danger¬ 
ously ill, he or she is removed 
to a rude shelter or to a shindee 
hogan, given a three day’s sup¬ 
ply of food and left to die. This 
is done to avoid having to aban¬ 
don the hogan which is being oc¬ 
cupied in case the person dies. 

All personal possessions such 
as clothes, saddles and jewelry is 
“killed” (mutilated) and buried 
with the owner. If the deceased 
owned horses, his favorite horse 
is choked to death and buried 
with him. His burial clothes are 
put on backwards and his shoes 
on opposite feet. Four members 
of his clan do the burying and as 
they leave the grave, they walk 
backwards and brush out their 
tracks. This is to confuse the 


evil spirits which may be lurk¬ 
ing about. The handle of the 
spade which is used is broken 
and left by the grave. If every¬ 
thing pertaining to the burial is 
done properly and if the person 
was a good Navaho the soul of 
the dead will encircle the earth 
four times and then soar away 
to where his gods live. If the 
burial is not correct and if the 
Navaho was not good his spirit 
will enter into some animal and 
become a curse to his relatives 
and friends. 


To cure their illness and to in¬ 
sure themselves against the in¬ 
fluence of evil spirits, Navahos 
stage healing ceremonies which 
are long, intricate and expensive. 
These ceremonies are carried on 
by medicine men who are called 
“singers.” Being a singer is a 
laborious and exacting job. Cere¬ 
monials last from two to nine 
days and nights and the amount 
of detail and exact knowledge re¬ 
quired is staggering. A man be¬ 
comes a singer by serving a long 
apprenticeship to an established 
singer. He must learn hundreds 
of songs full of old words whose 
meaning he may not know, and 
he must learn them perfectly. 
Dancing and rythmic beating of 
drums and the shaking of gourd 
rattles is an integral part of each 
ceremony. The singer must 
know how to make herb concoc¬ 
tions and sand paintings. 


Sand paintings are made by 
pouring various colored sand 
through the forefingers onto a 
smooth grey sheet of sand. This 
accomplishment requires genu¬ 
ine artistry. The paintings are 
symbolic and are very beautiful. 
Regardless of the number of 
hburs of patient labor required 
for each painting they must be 
wiped out and completely ob¬ 
literated before the sun sets. 

Besides all the ceremonial ritu¬ 
als most singers know many 
practical helps in illness such as 


opening abscesses and setting 
bones. They have certain herbs 
believed to have curative quali¬ 
ties but these herbs are used only 
in a ceremonial way. 

Preparation for the ceremony 
includes meditation and think¬ 
ing good thoughts, fasting, the 
use of sweet baths, physics and 
emetics by both singer and pa¬ 
tient in order to purify the body 
and mind and thus help to eradi¬ 
cate the evil spirits. 

For a major ceremonial a sing¬ 
er receives from one hundred 
to five hundred dollars. All the 
relatives and friends of the pa¬ 
tient’s family attend the cere¬ 
mony and are fed by the host 
family for the duration of the 
sing. Each one who attends is 
supposed to receive a blessing. 
If the patient does not improve
